Registration for the second 
semester will start Monday, Jan- 
uary 9.

Registration fees will be $3 for 
the old students, and $5 for in- 
coming students.

Architectural 
drafting will have .a_ lecture 
course on Mondays during eighth 
period and a laboratory course 
on Wednesday and Friday dur- 
ing periods 2,3 and 4. Mr. Lang- 
don will also teach mathematics 
52, which is high school algebra, 
seventh period, on Mondays and 
Wednesdays. 

“Voice Production” is the title 
of a new course taught by Miss 
Faith Fraser on Tuesdays and 
Thursdays during third period. 
Coach “Bud” Winter will have 
a track class on Tuesdays and 
Thursdays during second period. 
Retailing will replace Marketing 
61B, and will be taught by Prof. 
Claude Addison.

Program Is Well 
Advanced 


Returning once. more. to the 
daily grind after one week of 
vacation, Salinas Jaysee students 
found a surprising change which 
had taken place this last week 
in the construction program of 
their educational. institution. 

The formerly drab walls of the 
new classroom addition have 
been covered with a glistening 
white plaster, and the entire 
west side of. the building inset 
with windows. With extra win- 
dows lighting the main hall and 
with interior work yet to be 
done, the rooms gave an appear- 
ance of being far from finished, 
which is false; the unit is almost 
complete. 

Excavations finished, the new 
gym’s cement foundations are 
being laid; the hoist, wheelbar- 
rows, and board tracks are re- 
ceiving more than their share of 
use. Hundreds of feet of lumber 
were employed in building the 


foundation forms. 


Budget Set For 
Coming Semester; 
NewRad1 Booth 


IF APPROVED; 
REMOTE CONTROL 
JAYSEE ADDITION 


President R. J. Werner will 
submit the budget for next sem- 
ester to the school board at the 
end of this month. 

Each department of the school 
submitted applications last month 
for the necessities and. improve- 
ments which will incur expenses 
next semester. 

“This budget’, states Mr. Wer- 
ner, “is within reason, and at the 
same time it will not necessitate 
a tax increase as far as the junior 
college is concerned. No depart- 
ment will receive everything it 
has asked for.” 

Included in the budget is a} 
recommendation to the superin- 
tendent that two new instructors 
be. added to the school faculty, | 
one to teach social science meg 
German, and one to teach agri- 
culture. 

Other provisions in the budget 
are for adequate equipment for 
the new gym and the new do- 
mestic science laboratory; addi- 
tional equipment for the engin- 
eering department; equipment, 
library and current publications 
for the new journalism room; 
and a substantial addition to the 
number of machines in the com- 
merce department. 

The new budget, if accepted, 
will also provide funds for the 
purchase of a new six-inch tele- 
scope for the astronomy class 
and an increase in the school 
band from 50 to a total of 60 
pieces. 

Most spectacular item sug- 
gested in the new budget is the 
establishment of a broadcasting 
booth at the Jaysee. This means 
that sometime in the near future 
programs will be released over 
KDON which originate’ in the 
Jaysee itself..They will be under 
remote control of the main sta- 
tion. _KDON officials have al- 
ready agreed unanimously to the 
plan.

Next Tuesday, January 10, Jack 
Kympton will preside’ at the 
weekly commission meeting for 
the last time. At the close of 
the session he will formally hand 
in his resignation to the commis- 
sioners, relieving him from 
further duties as president of the 


student body and chairman. of} 


the executive council. 


The’ election details for a new 
president are in this edition and 
at the student body meeting of 
January 20 the installation of the 
new officers will take place. 

This is the.third term in office 
for Jack, which is somewhat of a 
record for the institution, but 
will not bear repetition due to 
the fact that. the officers are now 
elected for a period of one year. 

Jack will continue his educa- 
tion at either the University of 
California or St. Louis Univer- 
sity preparatory to entering the 
St. Louis University School of 
Medicine in August. 

When sought for a comment 
concerning the past two and one- 
half years of student life, it was 
necessary to single him-out of the 
maze of glassware in the chemis- 
try laboratory. Thanks to the in- 
fluence of the ether fumes, 
he was in a non-typical talkative 
mood and as we drowsily sipped 
tea for half an hour or more, 
fond reminiscences were ex- 
changed. The conversation. cov- 
ered a variety of subjects such 
as the advantages of going to a 
small school; how he watched the 
institution grow from an enroll- 
ment of 150 to 600, and the fun 
involved in carrying on the ever- 
growing school traditions. . He 
pointed out that budgets and 
squabbles with the commission 
was just an everyday job, es- 
pecially when one tried to please 
the majority of the student body, 
and passed a special bouquet of 
roses to Luther Ogawa, the com- 
missioner of the sophomore class, 
whose active and convincing ar- 
guments concerning school poli- 
cies prevented. anything produc- 
tive of dictatorial tendencies. He 
also. expressed thanks and ap- 
preciation to the faculty, commis- 
sion, and committees for their 
past cooperation in student and 
eivie affairs. 

When asked what the school 
“highlights” of the year were he 
emphasized traditions with a spec- 
ial. accent on “proms”, Winter 
Ball, and the good old: soap-box 
elections.

PAINT POT _ | January High School 
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Graduates to Swell 
- Junior College Lists 


A total of 79 students will be 
graduated from the high schools 
in the Salinas Junior College dis- 
trict in January, according to the 
latest reports received at the of- 
fice. It is quite possible that a 
large percentage of these stu- 
dents will be enrolled in the 
junior college next semester, 
bringing our total enrollment up 
to 650 or 700. Sixty-six of the 
graduates are from Santa Cruz 
High School. This may necessi- 
tate a larger bus for the Santa 
Cruz route, as the total bus capa- 
city is only 70 students, and there 
are some 60 students riding on 
the bus now. 

Two students from King City, 
seven from Monterey, three from 
Salinas, one from Watsonville, 
and three from Gilroy High 
School complete the number of 
January graduates. 


Perhaps as a result of recent 
friction with Germany and Italy, 
the United States’ attitude to- 
ward-the Soviet is softening 
somewhat. After Ambassador Da- 
vies was switehed from Moscow 
to Brussels in May, there seemed 
no disposition to send a new am- 
bassador to Moscow. In the last 
month or two, however, F. D. R. 
has apparently changed his plans 
and has offered the post to three 
wealthy men, all of whom turned 
it down. He’s still on the look- 
out for a likely. appointee. 


From now on China’s national- 
ist government and its defense 
setup will be increasingly. de- 
centralized. Air-mailed (hence 
uncensored) reports have it that 
Chungking will become. more 
and more the capital in name 
only and that Gen. Chiang Kai- 
shek in particular will be harder 
to locate. This decentralization, 
of course, will inspire reports of 
Chinese internal political diffi- 
culties, but. there’s no present 
reason for believing these will 
seriously impair Chiang as the 
rallying point for resistance. All 
of this adds up to the probabil- 
ity that Japan will find it in- 
creasingly hard to land a knock- 
out blow and that the Oriental 
war has many, many months yet 
to go. 


The Aymara Indian guides of 
Bolivia are said to be the great- 
est athletes in the world so far 
as endurance and carrying power 
are concerned. They will run in 
front of a trotting horse for 60 
miles without rest, and pain is 
almost unknown to them. Mer- 
chandise of every kind is trans- 
ported on their backs at a price 
too low for vehicle competition, 
and it is no uncommon thing for 
them to carry a load weighing 
300 pounds.
